High school students are jump starting their college 
career with the Dual Enrollment program at Shelton State 
Community College. Dual Enrollment allows qualified stu- 
dents the opportunity to receive both high school credit 
and college credit through Shelton State. 

Dual Enrollment students gain early exposure to the 
college learning environment and positive reinforcement of 
learning skills. Students who complete the program can 
enter college at the sophomore level after high school gradu- 
ation. 

Richard Byrne is a senior at Hillcrest High School 
who is planning to study Aerospace Engineering at Auburn 
University next fall. He thinks that his welding class at 
Shelton State will give him the real world experience that 
can help him in his engineering studies. He says that he has 
touched just about every piece of equipment in the shop, 
but his favorite is TIG welding because it makes such clean 
welds. 

But Byrne is only one of the 24 students from the 
Tuscaloosa County School System and the Hale County 
School System enrolled in courses during the fall 2005 
semester at Shelton State.

"The program gives stu- 
dents a jump start in pursuing goals and gets them in the 
work force faster," he said. "Almost everyone interested in a 
technical career can find a course."

Dr. Rick Rogers, President of Shelton State Community 
College, announced that data from ACT shows that Shelton 
State was the most popular two-year institution in Alabama 
when adding all choices disregarding ranked preferences 
with 1,344 total choices. 

The college entrance exam asks students to list 
schools to which they want their score sent, an indicator of 
where they are likely to apply.

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Focused Industry Training: Eleanor's Story 

Taking their cue from the school's slogan, "It's all 
about results," staff members from various departments at 
Shelton State Community College joined together to 
achieve positive results for a young woman who had 
enrolled in Focused Industry Training (F.I.T) at the West 
Alabama Center for Workforce Development located at the 
school. 

Eleanor Davis had a degree from the University of 
Alabama in Management Information Systems and a minor 
in computer science when a tragic automobile accident in 
April 2004 left her in a coma for two months. The resulting 
Traumatic Brain Injury caused her to lose most of her mem- 
ory as well as creating physical mobility problems. During 
her recovery, she was recommended to participate in the 
F.I.T. program. 

"I talked to her a long time about the demands of 
the class," said Kathy Coleman, a program instructor. "I 
explained that with her difficulties in talking and even 
walking, it would be very challenging for her. But she was 
a most determined young woman." 

Focused Industry Training is a 400 hour program 
taught over a ten week period. Typically students receive 
education in basic education (math, reading and communi- 
cation skills), computer skills, problem solving, workplace 
behavior, manufacturing and job acquisition. 

"One of the strengths of Shelton State is its ability 
to customize its programs to fit specific needs," said Susan 
Miller, director of the Center for Workforce Development. 
"And that is exactly what happened in Eleanor's case." 

Because Eleanor already had computer skills, as her 
training began she started to recover her memory of how 
specific programs worked and soon was typing almost at her 
85 word per minute pre-accident rate. 

"It became obvious to us that she was going to do 
fine in the computer portion of the program but that her 
physical limitations from the accident would still be a lia- 
bility for her," said Coleman. "That's when Mike Fields 
from the Job Placement Center suggested sending her down 
to the Wellness Center for a few hours each week." 

Coleman contacted Dr. Milady Murphy, who heads 
Shelton State's Wellness Center and asked if she could eval- 
uate her. 

"We placed her in Ms. Dolores Royal's class where 
she exercised in a chair 2 days a week performing stretches, 
calisthenics and light resistant activity with weights," said 
Dr. Murphy. "From there she progressed where she could 
walk more efficiently, with better balance. The exercise pro- 
gram not only helped her physically but it enhanced her 
self-esteem and boosted her confidence." 

But the inter-departmental cooperation didn't end 

there. 

Darrell Wright, instructor of computer sciences at 
Shelton State, also met with Eleanor and worked with her 
on more advanced Microsoft programs that were not part of 
the F.I.T. training. 

"She already had the knowledge. It was just a mat- 



ter of showing her how the programs worked and once she 
saw them in operation her memory began to come back. It 
won't be long before her speed and confidence return as 
well," said Wright. 

According to Kathy Coleman, Eleanor's speed at 
word processing won't be a problem for long. 

"I had been teasing her about burning up the key- 
board on her speed tests," said Coleman. "Then one day, 
just as Eleanor was leaving the building, the fire alarm went 
off. I called to her and said, 'I told you you'd set off the 
smoke detectors one day!'" laughed Coleman. 

All employees at Shelton State Community College 
go through a Total Quality Management (T.Q.M.) program. 
One of guiding principals of the training is a focus on "cus- 
tomer service." 

"At Shelton State we emphasize that our students 
are our customers," remarked Randy Jarrell, T.Q.M. instruc- 
tor. "Just like in any retail business, if you're not happy 
with the way you're treated, you'll take your business else- 
where. We train our faculty and staff to strive to treat each 
student fairly and try to meet their individual needs to the 
extent of our abilities." 

As Eleanor prepares to reenter the job market, she 
said "I did my first two years of undergraduate work at 
Shelton State so I was familiar with the school and the fac- 
ulty. They provided me with motivation and stimulation I 
needed to start putting my life back together." 

"Eleanor's story is not unique at Shelton State," said 
President Rick Rogers, "but it is a wonderful example of 
how committed our faculty and staff are to making a differ- 
ence in the lives of our students." 

"Although our school has grown tremendously over 
the last few years, our faculty and staff still works extremely 
well together and I believe that each and every one of them 
is totally committed to making a difference in the life of 
every student who walks through our doors," remarked 
President Rogers.

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Constitution Day Celebrated 
with Bert Bank, WWII Hero 

Shelton State Community College celebrated Constitution 
Day 2005 with a patriotic program on Thursday, September 

15 at 12:30 in the Atrium of 
the Martin Campus at 9500 
Old Greensboro Road. The 
celebration included a simul- 
taneous reading of the pre- 
amble, patriotic music and 
guest speaker, Bert Bank. 

President George W. Bush 
signed the law which estab- 
lished September 17 th as 
Constitution Day, and 
requested an educational pro- 
gram in all federally funded 
institutions. 
Bank received his commission as a Second 
Lieutenant and was assigned to the 27 th Bomb Group, 
arriving in the Philippines on November 20, 1941. 
Following the attack on Pearl Harbor, his unit was moved to 
the Bataan Peninsula on December 24, 1941. After months 
of intense fighting, Bataan surrendered on April 9, 1942 
and shortly thereafter the infamous "Death March" began 
during which approximately 20,000 prisoners died. His 
book, "Back From the Living Dead", recounts his experi- 
ences as a prisoner of war.
